Word has been received here of 
the death and burial of Dr. W illiam 
K uhns Hill, nationally known edu­ 
cator and graduate of Gettysburg 
college and seminary. 
Doctor Hill died suddenly in

on November 30. shortly after he 
opened his morning class. 
Doctor

partm ent. at Carthage college, and 
was well known in Gettysburg. 
T he well known educator grad­ 
uated from Gettysburg college 
as 
head of the class of '59 and later 
graduated from the seminary. 
Dr 
Luther Kuhlman, retired Lutheran 
m inister here, was a member of D oc­ 
tor Hill's class and the two men 
were intimate friends over a long 
period of years. 
When Doctor Hill served as acting 
president of Carthage college, D oc­ 
tor Kuhlman was invited to deliver 
the baccalaureate sermon.

The faculty at that tim e w'as 
composed of four members, and dur­ 
ing these first years he taught as 
many as thirty-four hours per week. 
He was elected superintendent of 
Carthage schools in 1892 and under 
his supervision the school was stan d ­ 
ardized and placed on the accredited 
list of the University of Illinois 
W hen Doctor Hill was elected there 
was but one school building, seven 
grudi-s and a tliree year high school 
course. 
At the end of eight years 
he returned to Carthage college as 
principal of the academy w ith the 
task of standardizing the courses, 
and it was the first academy con ­ 
nected with a college to bt* aecredil- 
six i ed by the University of Illinois. 
"Doctor Hill began his career as 
teacher of sciences in Carthage col­ 
lege under difficult conditions, when 
there was no adequate equipm ent, 
when laboratory facilities were lack­ 
ing and everything depended upon 
his own initiative, He helped to lay 
the foundation for the present and 
future success of the institution and 
did m uch toward the building of the 
super-structure

“He was an active member of 
Trinity Lutheran church and was 
president of the church council for 
m any years.
